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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sunshade inserted into and 
removed from the front of the rail, claim 1, front end positioned with end portion on a central 
side, claim 5, and cross member connects front side of frame portions, claim 7 must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is not clear in scope. The use of the alternative "front or rear" is not clear in 
whether applicant intends one or both ends of the rail, either structurally or as a choice of 
the inserter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-2, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tolinski. 
The sunshade is inserted and removed from the front. 

As to claim 2, see roof panel member in figure 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tolinski in 
view of Jardin et aL 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Tolinski a cross member 
4 connecting frame portions and extending above the rails and hence over the locus of the 
sunshade movement of Tolinski as taught by Jardin et al. 
As to claim 3, the cable 5 of Jardin et al. is connected to a motor, both above the 
illustrated rail and hence above a locus of the sliding rail. 

As to claim 5, the motor rearward of the lid sliding rail is common knowledge in the art 
and obvious to use here to reduce vertical incursion into the passenger compartment. 
The longitudinal extent of the rails is an obvious expedient to accommodate the desired 
size of lid and sunshade. 

As to claim 6, separate rails are also common knowledge in the art, easing forming.

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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Huisman et al. is cited to show open front and rear ends of sunshade rails. Fuss 
shows a vertically removable sunshade. Salomon shows a front end removable and insertable 
sunshade.
